Buzz seeks $10,000

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
is secking $10,000 to help with the 
search for his replacement. In 
addition, Stapezynski said because 
of the critical nature of the town 
manager's job, he would like the 
ability to hire a consultant to guide 
Wilmington selectmen through the 
search process. If all gocs well with 
contract negotiations, Stapezynski 
will be leaving Wilmington in ap- 
proximately six weeks to take the 
job of Andover Town Manager. 
Stapezynski told members of the 
Wilmington Finance Committee 
last week he would like an esti- 
mated $8500 to advertise for ap- 
plicants in such papers as the 
Boston Globe and the Massa- 
chusetts Municipal Beacon, and 
$1500, which would be set aside 
for other expenses, He explained 
the consultant would help the board 
of selectmen .design a resume, 


conduct the screenings of ap- 
plicants, and do background checks 
on those who apply. He added it's 
standard for a town to receive over 
100 resumes for a town manager's 
position. 

Dr. James Demos, who was in the 
audience last Wednesday, support- 
ed Sta nski's proposal as did 
many of the members of the fi- 
nance committee. Demos pointed 
out because the search process can 
be time-consuming, it would be 
best to get an outside consultant 
who is not ticd to any group in 
town. Some fincom members said 
despite this being a tight fiscal 
year, they supported the idea of a 
con- sultant. However, no action 
was taken on the proposal. Instead, 
Stapczynski will be discussing the 
option when he presents his 
transition plan to selectmen at their

Town files suit but 
won't appeal injunction 


There will be no appeal filed by 
the Town of Wilmington of the 
injunction which J's Deli secured 
against the town in February. The 
deadline for an appeal of the 
injunction passed last Monday with 
no filing. 

Instead, the town is proceeding 
with a counter-suit against the deli, 
charging violation of the town 
zoning by-laws. The deli is located 
in North Wilmington on land that 
is zoned industrial. 

The deli had filed suit against the 
town in early February after a 
Tunning battle between the Board 
of Health and the deli owner, James 


Fiorenza. That suit, filed by ‘Atty. 
Roy Toulan, charged that’ the 
town's health regulations were 
sufficiently vague as to encourage 
arbitrary enforcement, The suit 
included nine counts, including a 
challenge to the constitutionality of 
the town's health regulations. 

An injunction was granted in 
Lowell Superior Court, blocking 
the town from interfering with the 
deli's business 

That injunction could be con- 
strued as blocking the building 
inspector from proceeding with an 
action on a zoning violation. There- 
fore the town filed the countersuit

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Another $100k 
cut from schools

Despite a large turnout of pa- 
rents, teachers, and school officials 
concerned with further cuts in the 
FY 1991 school budget, the Wil- 
mington Finance Committee voted 
unanimously last Wednesday to cut 
another $100,000 from the 
schools. 

The proposed $12.6 million bud- 
get, which is basically a level- 
funded budget, had already been 
approved by the school committee 
and the fincom. But fincom mem- 
bers said with the municipal budget 
$397,000 over the levy limit, they 
had no recourse but to cut more 
funds from the schools. In addi- 
tion, fincom cut another $9300 out 
of the recreation budget and 
$21,516 from the police budget, 
bringing capital expenditures in the 
latter budget to zero. At the end of 
the arduous session, the town 
budget was still $266,964 over the 
levy limit 

Fincom Chairman Neil Wais- 
Nor said, since there was a chance 
the town would receive $300,000 
(actually $200,000 -- ed.) from 
Reading Light if the RMLD article

passes town meeting, there would 
be no more cuts from his com- 
mittee. He added it would now be 
up to the voters to decide if they 
will go along with his committee's 
recommendations. 

School officials fought hard dur- 
ing the meeting to convince com- 
mittee members to refrain from 
cutting additional funds. 

Supt. William Fay asked fincom 
not to take "a giant leap back- 
wards" because members would be 
doing "a tremendous disservice" to 
education in Wilmington. He added 
further cuts would result in more 
staff layoffs and redistricting in the 
elementary schools. 

"No matter where we cut it's 
going to touch a person, The 
reality is we're out of money," 
Waisnor explained. 

"One of the things we tried to do 
is to keep this community whole. 
Everyone told us to take out the 
frills. No one came forward to tell 
us where the frills were, We'll 
make the hard decisions and we'll 
make it in the best way we can," 
said an eloquent Paul Palizzolo as

Few Wilmington residents 


qualify for new elderly units

Only 10 or 12 Wilmington resi- 
dents, thus far, have qualified for 
the new elderly housing at Deming 
Way, which was officially 
completed in mid-March. 

According to Ella Belmore, exe- 
cutive director of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, she and admin- 
istrative assistant Phyllis Tumsa- 
roch are checking such things as 
applicants’ income limits and bank 
accounts in order to fill the 32 new 
units. One tenant has already mov- 
ed in to the gallery style building at 
the end of Deming Way. 

"It's a time-consuming process. 
We are filling the units as we are 
completing the paperwork," Bel- 
more said 

Though the resident list is long, 
applicants have to qualify accord- 
ing to state income guidelines and 
assct limitations in order to be 
considered for the housing. Appli- 
cants are not eligible it they have 
one and a half times their income in 
F a 
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asscts, Belmore said. Alot of 
people on the waiting list are 
relatives of Wilmington residents 
or former citizens who want to 
move back to town, 

Though the housing authority 
finished its marketing process and 
already signed the Certificate of 
Substantial Completion in March 
signifying that the building is ready 
for occupancy, the lack of tele- 
phone service kept prospective 
tenants out. That problem has re- 
portedly been cleared up. In addi- 
tion, said Belmore, there are still 
minor problems with mailboxes 
and keys and landscaping work and 
road paving still has to be done on 
the grounds, 

Within the building, there is 
room for two handicapped resi- 
dents and four tenants who will live 
in a congregate setting, In addition 
to the new building, an extension 
was added to the community build- 
ing used by all tenants for social 
functions and for office space.

Principal fears impact 
of further school cuts

"L have a real fear quality will be 
reduced if we go with a budget 
lower than that approved by the 
school committee,” said Wilming- 
ton High Principal Paul Fleming 
last week, referring to the $12.6 
million level-funded school bud- 
get. Fleming explained if voters go 
along with any additional cuts, like 
the $100,000 cut by the finance 
committee on Thursday, quality 
will be "seriously diminished" at 
his school. 

In an interview with this paper, 
Fleming explained the impact with 
just a level funded budget. One of 
the biggest impacts would be loss 
of personnel. if the budget is ap- 
proved at $12.6 million, ten posi- 
tions would be cut at the high 
school alone. Those positions 
would be one English teacher, one 
math teacher, one social studies 
teacher, one science teacher, one 
physical education teacher, one 
business teacher, two industrial 
arts instructors, and two instruc- 
tors in performing and fine arts. 

Course offerings would also be 
reduced. Students would be offered 
less English electives, no computer 
language courses in math, few if 
any automotive classes, and less art 
classes. In fact, the performing and 
fine arts department, which Flem- 


ing feels will suffer the biggest 
loss, will have to struggle to com- 
bine classes, which he feels will be 
difficult to do. Some students who 
want to take art may find them- 
selves. locked out of courses once 
they are filled. 

Also impacted will be the 15 to 25 
students in the Alternative Edu- 
cation Program, who may have to 
go back into regular classes and 
forego individualized instruction. 
Parents will have to make do with- 
Out summer guidance counselors to 
help adjust their child's schedule. 

If the budget is level-funded, 
there will, of necessity, be larger 
class sizes. Instead of a 14 to 1 
average pupil-teacher ratio, there 
will be a 20 to 1 ratio at the high 
school level. Fleming said the 
public should realize that some 
classes, like honors and special 
needs courses, have to be small in 
order for the quality of the pro- 
gram to be maintained. For safety 
and other reasons, science labs and 
computer classes are also kept 
small. 

In order to maintain quality next 
year, steps are being taken now to 
refine the advanced placement 
program and the kindergarten 
through 12 curriculum, Fleming 
pointed out that staff members 


involved in this process are wying 
to sharpen the focus on school 
objectives and refine the curregt 
structure "to make sure we deliver 
the content we have to to remaih 
competitive.” K 
"We're still the benchmark 
school for Wilmington. The whole 
town, in a sense, is evaluated by thé 
high school and its programs," safd 
Ficming. He added that residents 
can be very proud of the accomp- 
lishments of the students who havé 
formed new clubs and gone on fo 
higher education during his tenuré. 
He said he attributes the large jump 
in students going on to colleges and 
other institutes of learning after 
graduation to an increase in stan+ 
dards which, he stressed, will ndt 
drop because of fiscal constraints,» 
"I would respectfully encourage 
the town to support the quality 
we've developed here," the print 
cipal said, as he added a personal 
plea to senior citizens and others of 
fixed incomes. ° 
"In all honesty there's no morg 
fat. We need your support because 
what I have here is your legacy..J 
don't distort. As far as I'm cone 
cerned, I'm reaching out to you 
with both hands for your supports 
We need you.

Housing project construction could begin May 1 |

The construction of sewer and 
roads for the Shawsheen River Es- 
lates project as well as the first 
phase of development could begin 
simultaneously as early as May 1, 
according to project spokesman Jay 
Tighe. The first units could be 
ready for occupancy by September 
1, Tighe added. 

The 220-unit project off Hopkins 
Street will feature quadraplexes, 
triplexes, duplexes, and single units 
with no garages or carports, shared 
driveways in some instances, and 
zcro lot lines to allow the builder to 
build right up to the lot line. Of 
those units, 66 will be sold to first 
time homebuyers at an affordable 
price and the rest will be sold at 
market value. 

A lottery process is being set up 


_by Wilmington's Affordable Hous- 


ing Task Force to dispose of the 
affordable units. The units will be 
spread over the three phases of the 
construction period with 22 being 
built in each phase. Wilmington is 
being allowed 60 percent local 
preference with 13 percent of the 
66 units going to minority families 
and 27 percent going to rest of 
State. 

At their meeting last Thursday, 
task force members reviewed 
working drawings of the units, dis- 
cussed setting up a lottery in Au- 
gust, and expressed some concern 
with the "unrealistic" timeframe 
outlined by proponents, 

Planning Director Janet Stearns 
noted it will be "tough" to have the 
required marketing process com- 
plete by August in order to move 
forward with the lottery that 


month. Realtor Ray Forrest said 
that the normal closing period on a 
house is 45 to 60 days. He felt that 
period would be extended with 
Shawshcen River Estates because 
of the time it will take to do back- 
ground checks on the applicants. 

"T think it's totally unrealistic to 
think it's going to happen in 30 
days. I think the worst thing you 
can do is give people false hopes," 
he said. A marketing agent who 
needs special training and certi- 
fication has yet to be chosen to 
handle the project, said Tighe. 

In bringing the board up to date 
on the development's progress, 
Tighe said he was hoping “a couple 
of litue discrepancies" between the 
proponents’ appraisal and pro 
forma will be worked out shortly 
with the Massachusetts Housing Fi- 
nance Agency.

Forget about that line from the Jerry Williams show that 
“voters are angry this year". It goes ten steps beyond that, 
and Massachusetts municipal elections are indicating that 
anger has matured to an active political revolution where 
voters are increasingly rejecting their incumbent 
Tepresentatives, 

Democracy is infectious. The tidal wave from Eastern 
Europe has reached the "shores" of Tewksbury. Populist 
candidate Thomas M. Camara wins the award for Political 
Upset of the Year having defeated entrenched Incumbent 
Sclectman Charles Coldwell. Coldwell, whose re-election 
candidacy was formally announced by his close ally 
Tewksbury State Rep. James (House Plate Number 32) 
Miceli, was defeated by the political newcomer in every 
precinct. Does this bode well for the chances of one of the 
two Wilmington political dynasties on April 21? 

The electorate in this region has had its first taste of blood. 
Coldwell's defeat came the same day that Billerica voters 
installed a perennial candidate who had unsuccessfully sought 
office for 14 years, and in other parts of the state local 
officials secking re-clection are getting scorched by voters 
prepared to give new people with fresh outlooks a chance in 
office, in a state where government has been overcome by 
fiscal chaos and political ineptitude. 
incumbent municipal officials fall by the wayside, state 
legislators must be sweating bullets wondering if all this 
revolutionary anger will still be burning in the collective 
electorate heart this autumn, 

Granted the circumstances in Tewksbury are somewhat 
extraordinary, There's something funny about that F,B.I. 
factor. In simple language it tends to croak any incumbent 
who has the misfortune of being up for reeelection at the 
same moment that state and federal investigators are 
knocking on constituents’ doors, Charlie Coldwell could 
have campaigned hand-in-hand with Mother Teresa, George 
Bush, and Michael Jackson and he still would have lost. 

Voters wanted the incumbents out despite who they were 
endorsed by. Coldwell received the active support of Rep. 
Jim Miccli, who mailed 500 ‘Dear Friend’ cards for 
Coldwell and appeared in three advertisements on Coldwell's 
behalf. "My effectiveness as a legislator . .. would not be 
possible without dedicated, honest and experienced officials 
like Charles Coldwell" said the Miccli/Coldwell ad. When 
the election results came in to Coldwell headquarters at the 
Tewksbury Holiday Inn on Saturday night Miceli was said to 
be visibly shaken. "Miccli took the news tougher than 
anyone in that room, including the candidate. He bolted out 
the door in a nervous sweat," said a local observer. 

The new composition of the Tewksbury Board of 
Selectmen may spell trouble for administrator David 
Cressman, Cressman's contract expires next year, and there 
is already talk that his days are numbered and that Town 
Auditor Tom Berube is slated to be acting town manager. 

Fostering many of these political developments has been 
the local media, The newspapers have been filled with stories 
for months regarding the Tewksbury Board of Appeals and 
the alleged undue influence of developers in that town. This 
political coverage has naturally fallen on friendly ears. 
Tewksbury is a community besct by endless development and 
the subsequent headaches of traffic congestion. 

Tewksbury has completed a major cleaning of political 
house. The ramifications will be talked about and studied for 
a while, and many politicians who remain in office with 
connections to the losing side are skeptical about their own 
futures. 

Meanwhile, the Wilmington election is abouya week away 
and the state rep for Tewksbury and four Wilmington 
precincts has one less bumper sticker on his new black Town 
Car (House Plate 32 that is). It's believed the Coldwell 
bumper sticker peeled off more quickly than the rep's car did 
from the Holiday Inn parking lot Saturday night.

A job well done

The budget process in Wilmington has been anything but easy 
this year. With moncy so tight, town departments have had to 
pare their budgets to the bone. The town manager required hard 
cuts across the board. Department heads met the challenge and 
took pains to justify every expense. Only those citizens who sat 
through cach budget session understand the grim reality: ther 
no more money or fat, folks, and pulling rabbits out of the hat is 
a thing of the past 

Oversecing the whole budget process were the nine volunteer 
members of the Wilmington Finance Committee. Members have 
met more than 80 hours since January, sometimes putting in 
three nights a week until the wee hours, to try to bring in a 
municipal budget close to the confines of Prop 21/2. That the 
task seemed almost impossible from the beginning, given the 
fact that there are less revenues and escalating fixed costs is 
beside the point. What is admirable is that the eight men and one 
woman on this board were able to weigh department requests, 
ask the right questions, listen carefully to the responses, and 
make the tough decisions with their usual patience and wisdom. 

Often their decisions were not popular with the crowd, as was 
the case last Wednesday when members chose to cut $100,000 
more from a level-funded school budget. Many felt this decision 
was wrong. Many predicted, and rightfully so, that further 
reductions will erode both the quality of education in 
Wilmington and the well-rounded programs that administrators 
and teachers have worked hard to build over the past few years.

The election of Tewksbury Selectman Tom Camara wasn't going 
to be discussed here, but an incident came to light which deserves 
swift, brutal and immediate attention. If the police can't do the 
right thing here, then the press will certainly start the ball rolling 

An act of terrorism was perpetrated against candidate Camara, in 
the wee hours before the election. No other term describes it -- a 
coward's act of terrorism, which should outrage the good people 
of Tewksbury. 

Sometime around 2 a.m, Saturday, a vehicle pulled into Camara's 
driveway on; Washington Street, then deliberatelyslammed into the 
car parked there, which belongs to his wife, Jeanne. The offending 
vehicle, as yet unfound, then backed out and fled the scene. The act 
was most certainly deliberate, according to police investigator Sgt 
Jim McKenna, the first Tewksbury officer on the scene. 

Sgt. McKenna said the offending vehicle had come too far down 
the driveway for the act to be an accident. It was deliberately done. 

Camara said he jumped out of bed at the noise of the crash and 
caught a glimpse of the vehicle, which he said was a dark-colored 
truck, with two-tone paint and "dual" rear tires. His wife's car, a 


1978 Volkwagen Dasher, had damage to the rear end, but the car 
was pushed into a wall, damaging the front end and undercarriage 
Camara said the car was totalled, and since the old car carried only 
minimal insurance, it's a total loss. The election cost him a car. 


Thank you, Mr. Coldwell

After 12 years as a Tewksbury selectmen, the tenure of Charlie 
Coldwell came to a crashing halt on Saturday. 

Coldwell lost the selectman's race on Election Day to newcomer 
Tom Camara, and the count wasn't even close. Camara won by a 
margin of 2406 to 1367, or more than 1,000 votes, over his worthy 
opponent. The underlying causes behind the electoral upset are still 
being discussed, publicly and privately, but something needs to be 
said first, before the fuzes are lit to start the bridges a-burning 

Very simply: Thank You, Mr. Coldwell. 

Charlie Coldwell has been like a favorite uncle on the board of 
selectmen. His calm and quiet demeanor has put the damper on 
more than one shouting match between his colleagues, and he has 
always been a voice of reason on the board. Very often, his vote 
has been the "swing" vote between two disparate factions. And who 
can count how many times Charlie Coldwell was called upon to 
return a sense of calm to the board, after a round of shouting and 
accusations? 

Coldwell was an elder statesman on the board when a trio of 
young firebrands took office in the early 1980s. Feisty newcomers 
Paul Sullivan, Tom Girard and Brian Shechan came aboard, and 
Coldwell was there to serve as the graphite rod in that nuclear pile 
of town officials, doing his best to keeping the explosions at bay. 
He almost always succeeded, too. 

Selectman Coldwell was there for big projects and small, from 
the water treatment plant and the sewer project, to giving out the 
prizes after the Fourth of July events. You can just tell Charlie goes 
by the knickname of Grandpa in some circles, without even having 
to know the youngsters names. He exudes that kind of aura. 

For 12 years he has been the very picture of a town selectmen, 
but without the haughty pretentions of some office-holders. He's 
the kind of politician you imagine in your mind when somebody 
says "Selectman," but knowing all the while that he must be a good 
neighbor as well. He strikes that rare balance, between power and 
humility, that is vanishingly scarce among small-town politicians. 
A "good" man, by anyone's measure. 

Thank you for your long years of service, Mr. Coldwell. They 
were good years, sometimes difficult years, and the small town of 
Tewksbury grew much under your steady hand. 


apparently after the offending truck had damaged its radiator in 
the crash, The trail of anti-freeze was lost by Capitol Warehouse 
on Route 38 in Lowell, McKenna said, and police prowled the area 
but with no luck. As of press time Wednesday, the vehicle and its 
cowardly driver have not yet been caught. 

Camara called the FBI, since he has been providing information 
to that agency about possible wrong-doings in town, and he said an 
agent arrived on the scene Sunday morning, measuring and taking 
samples of paint left behind. If the Federal agents didn't have more 
than enough to keefidhem interested in town, this cinches it. 

The fear caused by-the incident was such that Camara supporters 
held their victory party in a hidden location, Other candidates met 
in public function halls, and celebrated loudly, while Camara and 
his friends gathered in the basement of someone's home, for fear 
of having their cars vandalized, or worse. 

The press has been sed of giving Tewksbury an undeserved 
bad reputation. That accus 
it? Whatever animal perpetrated this act of terrorism, in the dark 
of the night, has besmirched the name of Tewksbury far more, than 
any editorial ever written about the town. It isn't the press that can 
be blamed for Tewksbury's image any more. 

It doesn’t matter whether you agree with Camara or not, whether 
you supported him or not.. Every American has the right to try and 
change things at the ballot box, and the voters picked Camara, right 
or wrong. But every candidate should have the freedom to seek 
clection without fear of some goon in the night, coming to the place 
where his wife and children are sleeping, to bring ruin. 

It was fortunate that nobody got hurt, but what will happen next 
time? What if somebody else should dare to upsct the established 
powers in town? Is this what Tewksbury wants to become? 

Not likely, The town is good, but the cancer must be cut away.

As expected, questions on the 
budget and town meeting articles 
faced candidates for town office in 
Wilmington at last night's Candi- 
dates's Night.

Former sclectman Dan Ballou 
promised he would be sensitive to 
people's needs.

tee Brad Jackson, Margaret (Peg- 
gy) Kane, and Phil Fenton are all 
running for two three-year seats on 
the Wilmington School Committee. 

Dr. Demos, who referred to him- 
self as an advocate for children, 
explained that “education's been 
my career, life, and everything I 
do.” 

Kane called for "vision" on the 
part of school leaders. She felt, 
with money so tight, the school 
committee has to network with oth- 
er systems and be open to new, 
creative ideas like funding Project 
Enterprise through Horace Mann 
Grants. 

Jackson said, since his appoint- 
ment, he has helped lead the school 
committee in a positive direction.

McKenna was the only hous- 
ing candidate not present at the 
forum. 

The two questions posed to the 
candidates focused on affordable 
housing. Fitzgerald said his first 
priority will be to get more rental 
and elderly housing in Wilming- 
ton. He added the town should not 
be forced to accept unwanted 
developments. 

Both Sadowski and Donovan 
pointed out there is an affordable 
housing crisis in the town, Dono- 
van proposed the formation of a 
housing advocate group comprised 
of young people like himself. The 
group's main function, he sa aid, 
would be to break the current 

"logjam" on the affordable housing 
task force and to find acceptable 
solutions to the need for lower cost 
homes. Sadowski suggested the 
town take steps to build a hundred 
percent affordable housing on 
town-owned land to reach the 
State's ten percent quota more 
quickly.

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Chamber opposes 
20-year contract 
with Reading Light 


The directors of the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce have 
renewed their disagreement with 
the Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD). In their 
meeting of April 10 the directors 
targeted Article 26, in the Town 
Warrant for the Town Meeting of 
April 28. 

That Warrant Article seeks to 
rescind the vote of the town 
meeting on two previous occasions, 
in which the town asked for and 
won the right to establish a 
municipal electric light plant, for 
Wilmington. 

To rescind this the directors say, 
is the wrong move. It will give the 
RMLD power to do as it wishes for 
the next 20 years, and the town of 
Wilmington will be able to do 
nothing about it. 

First of all, the directors say, the 
status of the agreement with the 
RMLD should be clarified. The 
present agreement is unsatis- 


factory. 

The advantages are all on the side 
of the RMLD, and the town of 
Wilmington is asking its voters to 
agree that this condition should last 
for the next 20 years. 

The town of Wilmington should 
have freedom to separate from the 
RMLD at anytime if it should so 
choose without having to wait for a 
20 year period. 

The Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce has in the past, and will 
continue to press for the best 
interests of the Town of 
Wilmington and its consumers, to 
ensure that we will receive the most 
economic and reliable supply of 
electric power. 

The Town of Wilmington, 
Chamber officials say, must not 
Sacrifice its right to bargain with 
the RMLD. Voting a 20 year 
agreement will do just this, for the 
town will lose its ability to speak its 
mind on any matter of importance,

1) During my three years as a 
member of the Board of Selectmen 
| have been emphatic about 
downsizing our Town 
Government. I don't feel we should 
be talking about cutting Police 
Fire and Public Works personnel. | 
don't feel we should destroy our 
Education: system, | do feel we 
have to cut back on the abuse of 
hiring consultants. We should do a 
much better job of making sure 
we're getting a dollars worth for 
every dollar we spend on 
Municipal Services. I teel that 
some of our Redevelopment 
monies should be used to carry us 
through these light fiscal umes 
There are not new positions for 
me. | have advocated these 
posivions at Board Mectings and on 
the Town Meeting Floor time and 
lime again These are tight time 
and people are having a hard ume 
making ends meet. | feel it is my 
job as a Selectnian to make sure we 
don't add to thew burden. 

2) L applaud the Water and Sewer 


Commissioners for this first step 
toward the implementation of a 
Groundwater Protection District 
Bylaw, but I don't feel it's tight 
cnough to adequately protect the 
town’s water supply for, the future. 
1 don't fecl any responsible 
individual could make that 
statement after reviewing most 
bylaws that cover this subject. 

I agree with some of the local 
folks who have been fighting for 
such a bylaw for the last few years. 
In order to guarantee protection in 
the future you'd have to have the 
legal right to protect those arcas 
beyond your town boundary that 
are part of the aquifer. We should 
adopt the proposal as a first step 
and then come back to a future 
meeting with amendments 
addressing enforcement etc. to 
make it a tighter bylaw. Input from 
individuals and groups who have 
spent a lot of time studying this 
subject should be included in the 
finished product. 


Daniel H. Ballou, Jr. 

1) The Town of Wilmington, 
like most municipalities across the 
Commonwealth has entered a 
period of difficult economic times, 
and a sense of reprioritizing our 
town services and objectives is 
certainly a reality. However, I 
would recommend some ideas that 
would help us face the challenges 
ahead. | would agree with the 
Town Manager's budget report to 
the Selectmen and advocate the 
acceptance of the change in 
assessment date of new 
construction and improvements 
from January 1 to June 30, 1990. 

What has been happening up until 
the present time is that there has 
been a delay between construction 
and taxation with a time lag of six 
months and the tax for new 
constuction is January 1 of each 
year. If the town accepts this 
legislation we will receive a 
one-time six month windfall and 
thus improve the town’s financial 
portlolio, The town must be more 
creative in its need to derive more 
revenues without increasing the tax 
burden on any group or segment 
They way to start down-sizing and 
ughtening up is to cut back on 


exhorbitant consultant fees. By 
implementing these ideas we can 
realize significant revenues and a 
more positive approach to 
maintaining town services. 

2) 1 support the Groundwater 
Protection District Bylaw. Water is 
a very important staple of life. We 
must do all we can to protect this 
most vital natural resource that we 
have in Wilmington. The water 
supply that we have lies underneath 
the Town, Land use activities need 
to be better regulated. The 
Groundwater Protection District 
Bylaw will do just that and give us 
the framework for a guideline. The 
Water Superintendent along with 
the water and sewer commissioners 
have worked hard to come up with 
a program of evaluation and 
improvements of the town's water 
works. 

This program has included a 
thorough town-wide study of our 
groundwater resources including a 
hydrogeological study. This study 
was conducted under state 
procedures along with D.E.P, This 
bylaw would regulate such things 
as storage of fertilizers, pesticides, 
road salt, and other hazardous 
materials. It would prohibit the 
manufacture, storage and 
generation of hazardous materials. 
delete a wetlands exclusion from 
the bylaw. 

Developers must be held 
accountable and such an exclusion 
would force them to exclude 
wetlands when determining 
minimum lot size 


Mark T. Haldane 

1) Much of what happens is 
contingent upon what the June 
“cherry sheet" delivers to 
Wilmington in local aid. Our 
choices are for the town to reduce 
its spending by cutting personnel 
or services, increase revenue 
through user fees, override 
Proposition 2 1/2, or use a 
combination of these measures. 
The amount of local aid received 
will determine the extent to which 
these options must be implemented. 
I support Proposition 2 1/2. I 
support your right to control your 
level of taxation. You have the 
right to say "No more!" or to 
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override the limitations of the law. 
My philosophy is that no tax 
increase is justified until every 
dollar of the budget is shown to be 
necessary. Every department must 
have a zero based budget and 
justify every dime it requests. I 
will work with the town manager 
to assure that we have the leanest 
budget possible. I will work with 
business to assure that our 
industrial tax base remains strong. 
I will lobby the state for our fair 
share of state aid and services 
including the lottery funds the state 
has usurped. I will be responsive to 
your needs and responsible with 
your tax dollars. 

2) 1 have talked with” many 
experts in this area and have been 
given much conflicting data. What 
is clear to me is that there is 
considerable confusion 
surrounding the issue and much of 
the debate surrounds procedural 
and political considerations not 
substantive issues. Because of the 
critical nature of the issue, we must 
be sure that we enact the best law 
possible. A bad law with good 
intentions is worse than no law at 
all. As an attomey I do not want the 
bylaw defined by judges and 
lawyers through case law, because 
it lacks specificity. The special 
permit procedure has been an area 
of great controversy. This is the 
area that is ripe for litigation unless 
there is sufficient specificity 
Applicants should know which 
activities will be permitted, what 
activitics are banned and special 
permit applications should be 
subject to a comprehensive review. 

The safety and public health 
issues surrounding the aquifers, 
well head protection, the Ipswich 
River basin subdivision control, 
sewer development and water 
treatment are issues critical to the 
future of Wilmington, A 
Groundwater Protection District 
Bylaw is necessary, I advocate a 
strong bylaw and hope that the 
public will receive the necessary 
information with which to make an 
intelligent decision. 


It would also prohibit landfill, 
junkyards and sludge storage. It 
would require special permits for 
hazardous material greater than the 
normal houschold use. It would 
also apply to the new users or uses 
which are expanded. Existing 
residences and businesses will not 
be affected. 


John R. Forrest 

1) We need to confront the 
difficult fiscal decisions and not 
simply wish them away. Delay and 
hesitation means missed 
Opportunities and expensive 
solutions, Therefore our first step 
should be to address the problem. 
We need a comprehensive and 
systematic review of town services, 
For example, we need to: 1) review 
staffing patterns and reallocate 
personnel to save overtime 
expenditures while savings jobs; 2) 
develop a community-wide busi- 
Ness partnership which would 
encourage sponsorships for 
recreation and human service 
related programs; 3) combine 
administrative support staffs with 
the school department for purposes 
of purchasing, accounting, payroll, 
etc, We need to ask the right 
questions and examine whether or 


not there are better ways of doing 
business. 


Do we really need $26,500 to 
motorize the bleachers in the high 
school gymnasium? Do we really 


need to purchase $1,000 worth of | 


VCR equipment for the fire 
department to present programs to 
the schools when. the schools 
already have the equipment? 
Wouldn't it makes more sense to 
provide the tape and use the 
school's equipment? Just as you and 
I as taxpayers and homeowners 
must make tough decisions 
regarding our personal financial 
situations, we need to do the same 
at town level. 

2) The proposed groundwater 
protection district bylaw is a far 
reaching and complex proposal. | 
am as concerned with the 
formulation process for the bylaw 
as I am with the proposal itself. 
When such an in-depth proposal is 
put before the voters we should be 
absolutcly sure that it represents 
the best efforts of all appropriate 
town boards, employees and 
officials. In addition, it should be 
subject to timely public hearings 
which both educate and inform the 
public as well as seck their input. 

There is ample precedent for the 
process. We necd only look to the 
open, informative and in-depth 
process used by the town during 
the major zoning bylaw changes of 
a few years ago or the significant 
town bylaw review project 
undertaken in 1982. This bylaw is a 
step forward in an effort toward 
aquifer protection, Therefore I 
would support the proposal as a 
first step only and encourage 
further review to ensure that 
residents are properly protected. 1 
am opposed to the decision of the 
Water and Sewer commissioners to 

Michael O'Neil 

1) We aced to focus on managing 
the future rather than waiting for it 
to happen. Each of the town's 
major departments should submit a 
capital plan covering the next five 
years, Capital requests should be 
made with the goal of reducing 
costs through improved efficiency 
while maintaining or improving 
the services delivered, Items which 
showed the best payback on costs 
and service improvement, would 
be given the highest priority. This 


plan would then form the 
framework for evaluating all 
future capital expenses. All 


departments should set a goal to 
streamline their operations. 
Administrative departments, for 
example, should look toward 
computers as the primary means 
for improving efficiency. 
Computer hardware has become 
relatively inexpensive compared 
with the cost of doing repetitive 
clerical tasks by hand. This is an 
excellent example of reducing costs 
while improving the level of 
service. It will also allow the town 
to manage growth without having 
to add more people. These are the 
kinds of things the board of 
sclectmen needs to encourage on 
the part of the town manager. It is, 
therefore, important that we elect 
people who are educated, 
experienced and capable of guiding 
Wilmington into the nineties. 

2) Over the years Wilmington 
has made good investments in the 
well water system to assure 
continued availability for all 
residents. The Groundwater 
Protection Bylaw secks to protect 
that investment by restricting the 
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use of toxins in areas where they 
might contaminate the town wells. 
While no system of protection can 
be expected to meet total approval I 
feel strongly that the bylaw is the 
first good step in the right 
direction and should form a basis 
for all future development in the 
town. 

The fact that the area of control 
will cover nearly 80 percent of the 
town is not unreasonable given the 
distance wells normally pull water 
during peak usage in the summer. 
The residents of Wilmington have 
not had to endure any of the water 
restrictions placed on neighboring 
towns and should be willing to live 
within the limitations of the new 
law. The most compelling reason 
for moving forward is cost. If the 
well system in Wilmington goes 
bad we will be faced with 
substantial increases in our water 
bills to purchase water outside of 
town. That is assuming it is 
available for purchase at all in the 
future. We should not waste any 
lime in giving the groundwater 
protection bylaw our full support. 


Peter R. Simmons 

1) To meet the challenges of our 
community's future we must 
provide a positive commitment to 
understanding and acting upon the 
intrinsic needs of our broad-based 
diversified community, (1) The 
greatest portion of our taxes should 
go to our educational system but 
unfortunately are not, (2) Tax cuts 
are being made in the wrong 
departments. The Police and Fire 
departments, or any department 
that services and protects the life, 
limb and quality of our town 
should not be weakened by wrong 
priority thinking. (3) 1 say "NO" to 
an override of Proposition 2 1/2. It 
could bring about an override of 
financial burdens to all in the town 
- the young and the seniors. (4) The 
bridge at the center of town must 
seriously be considered for 
reconstruction because of its 
strategic location in meeting 
accessibility needs. (5) Many towns 
suffer financial difficulties because 
of over staffing departments with 
unneeded position. All departments 
should be seriously scrutinized to 
determine labor needs. For starters 
1 would do away with the position 
of assistant town manager. 

2) I do not believe that the 
proposed Groundwater Protection 
District Bylaw will protect the 
town's water supply in the future. 
That's like shutting the barn door 
after the horse has left. We have a 
problem now with what we've got. 
I believe we should clean up our 
groundwater now before we begin 
to entertain thoughts of future 
development projects that will 
further affect our water. Studying 
is okay, but water pollution will 
not be cleaned up because we know. 
how to do it. We must act now with 
what we have. 
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Officials urged to speed up 
process for low-cost home

Directors of the Wilmington 
Community Development Corpor- 
ation are urging local officials to 
take action soon to choose an oc- 
cupant for an affordable home on 
Everett Avenue. Even though cor- 
poration members, in a right of 
first refusal, agreed to give the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
until April 30 to obtain state funds 
to purchase the home, they main- 
tained last week the process has to 
move faster or the town could lose 
the home. 

“This is really a new concept 
previously untried in the state. It 
would be a real tragedy to let this 
go down the tubes," Dennis Volpe 
told the affordable housing task 
force and WHA Chairman Kevin 
McMillan in a joint meeting Thurs- 
day night. 

The house, which is being built 
by students of the Shawsheen Tech, 
is nearing completion. The WCDC 
obtained construction funding 
from a local bank to handle the 


project for the town. Upon com- 
pletion, the non-profit corpor- 
ation will own the house and will 
be paying $1,000 a month in 
interest, beginning in May, if the 
house is not sold. They said this 
cost would be added to the price of 
the home and could take it out of 
the affordable range. 

Plans call for the WHA to obtain 
State funds to purchase the house, 
which would then be leased to a 
local low income family. However, 
given the financial problems at the 


state level, the task force is pre> 


paring a lottery process in case the 
plans fall through. 

McMillan said state officials will 
let him know April 11 if it is 
possible to commit funds to the 
project. If this can't be done, he 
added, the WHA might be able to 
transfer funds, already set aside for 
two homes in the vicinity of Ohio 
Street, to the project. 

Planning Director Janet Stearns 
explained that task force members 
felt they shouldn't advertise for a 
lottery unless they learn something 


definite from the state. She said the 
groundwork for the lottery has 
already been laid. 

McMillan suggested he meet with 
WCDC members on April 14, if 
there is no commitment from the 
slate, and see where to go from 
there. Stcarns explained her board 
could be ready to go with a lottery 
at their next meeting, April 19. 

WCDC President Bob DiPalma 
told the task force he understood 
the “complexity” of the problem. 
"I just didn't think we would be 
waiting until April 30 to start a lot- 
tery,” he said. 


Volpe pointed out the WCDC has 
a “selfish” motive in seeing that the 
project has a successful conclusion. 

“We'd like to show the builders in 
town what you can do when profit 
is nol your motivation,” Volpe 
said. He added hiS corporation has 
plans for six more homes and 
members are ready to go im- 
mediately if the town wants to 
discuss affordable homes on ad- 
ditional sites,

According to SADD Advisor 
Stoddard Melhado, there will be 
three free performances of "Ed- 
die." High schoolers will sce it at 8 
a.m. on April 26; intermediate stu- 
dents will be bused to the high 
school to view the play at 9:30 
a.m.; and the public will be invited 
to an evening performance at 7:30 
p.m. 

Melhado is encouraging all pa- 
Tents und other interested residents 
to take the time to view the hour- 
long play and learn more about the 
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tragedy of substance abuse. Fol- 
lowing the performance, substance 
abuse counselor Karl Peters from 
Wilmington Family Counseling 
will be available to answer ques- 
tions. Valuable literature on drug 
and alcohol use, guides for teenage 
parties, the safe home network, and 
the SADD and Peer Leadership 
programs will be available for 
parents. In addition, representa- 
tives from DARE, the high school 
PAC, Peer leadership and SADD, 
and various fraternal organizations 
will be present and refreshments 
will be served. 

"We're trying to bring in the 
whole community in this effort.

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The secret art of "How to eat Easter candy"

This Sunday morning, millions of 
kids will tear into thousands of tons 
of Easter candy, without knowing 
the least thing about eating candy. 

Well, that's not quite true. All kids 
instinctively know how to eat candy, 
just as birds know how to build nests 
and ants know how to find picnics, 

But Easter candy is unique and the 
proper way to eat Easter candy is 
only learned through years of hard 
work and practice. You don't just 
gulp it down -- heavens no! Easter 
candy should be savored, and eaten 
the proper way, to get the most out 
of it. This stuff is special! 

As a community service to all the 
kids out there, young and old, here 
is the Town Crier guide to properly 
Pigging out on Easter candy. 

Marshmallow "chicks" - These 
time-honored treats are horrible if 
taken right from the package. Soft as 
rotten grapes. Yuck. But the foam 
chickie can be easily made into an 
incomparable delight. Simply open 
the package and let the chickies dry 
out. Four or five days should do the 
trick. Then, once dried to a proper 
chewiness that only a well-séasoned 
chickie can achieve, you bite their 
heads off, one by one. 

Chocolate "bunny" - Only the 
hollow bunnies are worth the effort, 
as solid bunnies take days to eat. Just 
as a foam chickie, the head should be 
bitten off straight away.

leisure. The insides are very messy, 
but that’s what makes them fun.

Backyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

American writer Richard Ni- 
cholls wrote, "Gardening shouldn't 
be a grim business. If you've 
forgotten that, it’s time you learned 
a lesson from your children.” 

Words of wisdom. If you still 
have children in the house, get 
them interested and involved with 
your gardening efforts. This will 
surely rekindle your enthusiasm! 

In last week's column, we put 
together a simple and inexpensive 
coldframe 

Before we plant our flower and 
vegetable seeds, we should con- 
sider what is probably the most 
common cause of failure with 
coldframe started plants. Experi- 
enced gardeners are familiar with 
the term "damping off." 

In all garden soils there are 
literally millions of microscopic 
organism per square foot. The 
great majority of these tiny beings 
are beneficial to our plants, as they 
help to convert air and organic 
matter into forms which nourish 
the root systems. Unfortunately, 
there also exists in most soils an 
organism called the damping off 
fungus, which attacks and kills 
young seedlings at a point just 
above ground level. If you've ever 
started tomato plants from seed on 
a window sill and watched them 
keel over and die when they were 
an inch or two up, you have 
already witnessed this frustrating 
problem 

I know of three ways to prevent 
damping off. The. least expensive 
process involves sterilizing the soil 
with boiling water. I've used this 
approach several times, and it does 
work. After the coldframe soil is 
thoroughly spaded over and raked 
smooth, simply splash a bucket or 
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two of boiling water over the 
surface, being careful to wet down 
every square inch. In two days, the 
soil will be back to normal and, 
with a little loosening of the top 
inch or two with a trowel, you are 
ready to plant your seeds. 

A simpler way of avoiding 
damping off is to purchase two or 
three bags of sterilized top soil at 
your local garden center. Not all 
bagged top soil is sterilized, so ask 
a clerk if they sell this item if the 
bags of soil are not clearly marked 
"pasteurized" or "sterilized. 

A third anti damping off process 
involves baking the soil at 400 
degrees for a half hour in your 
oven. This is probably the least 
advisable approach, since it means 
having to lug panfulls of soil back 
and forth from garden to kitchen. 
This sometimes leaves a rather 
unpleasant smoky condition in the 


area, which takes a day or two to 
clear. 

Let's plant our seeds. I like to use 
the narrow edge of a ruler or 
yardstick to make my quarter inch 
deep rows. This will insure nice 
straight lines of seedlings, which 
are very attractive to the eye. Tiny 
sceds, such as petunia, snapdragon 
and carrot, can be sown into the 
row by taking a pinch of seed 
between thumb and forefinger and 
squeezing them in thinly. What is 
“thinly?” Try to drop two or three 
seeds per inch, Larger seeds should 
be placed into the rows 
individually and spaced about two 
inches apart. If your rows are three 
inches apart, you will be able to 
start about 400 plants in a three by 
six foot coldframe. It is a good idea 
to make a plan of your coldframe 
on paper, labeling what-all is 
planted in which rows. This will 
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eliminate confusion later on, since 
many young plants look alike. 

Cover the seeds, pat the soil firm, 
and gently moisten the bed to a 
depth of several inches with a mist 
spray. 

In a week to 10 days, depending 
on weather conditions, the young 
plants will begin poking through. 
Leave the coldframe uncovered. 
overnight, unless the weatherman 
is predicting chance of light frost 
inland. (This usually means us, in 
the Merrimack Valley.) Be sure to 
remove the glass or plastic cover 
by 9:30 next morning, after things 
have begun to warm up. 

In four or five weeks, about mid 
May, we will discuss moving the 
young plants from frame to 
garden, 

Next week we will begin planting 
some hardy vegetables, including 
onions and peas. 


A few weeks after planting, the cold frame will be bursting with 


seedlings, ready to transplant. Besides the cost

Test results at Tech 


The results of the Massachusetts 
Basic Skills Test, administered 
annually in October to freshmen 
students, have been announced by 
Superintendeny/Director Charles 
Lyons of Shawsheen Tech. 

As in previous years, the results 
on testing of Shawsheen freshmen 
is based on students who had been 
enrolled in a number of feeder 
schools and who had typically no 
more than two weeks of academic 
instruction at the vocational 
technical school. 

Superintendent/Director Lyons 
noted that, "for the second 
consecutive year the quality of 
student ability as measured by the 
Basic Skills Test has improved. 
This reflects favorably on the 
commitment the sending towns 
have made toward improving the 
basic skills of its students,” he said.

In another statistics comparing 
Shawsheen Tech with other 
Regional Vocational Schools, 


Shawsheen freshmen exceeded the 
State average in reading and math 
and was consistent with the State 
average in writing, The overall 
performance of Shawsheen 
freshmen was higher than that of 
freshmen in similar schools as 
indicated by the comparison score 
band established by the State for 
measuring like schools. 

The purpose of the basic skills 
testing program is identifi 
students needing remediation in 
order to attain skill mastery in 
reading, writing and mathematics 
and the provision of programs 
designed to assist them in attaining 
this goal. 

To this end, Shawsheen freshmen 
have consistently been receiving 
quality remedial instruction since 
September of each year as result of 
the academic placement program

Mr. Lyons concluded, “Basic 
Skills Testing is only associated 
with academic preparedness and 
does not measure vocational and 
technical competencies.

The post mortems to the 
Tewksbury selectmen's race will 
undoubtedly depict Charlie Cold- 
well's defeat as evidence of the 
statewide malfeasance toward all 
political incumbents. It will also be 
said that Mr. Coldwell's stance on 
the zoning board issue cost him his 
seat. This latter reason is most 
certainly true, in small part 
because of his support for a board 
that hasn't seen the end of its 
troubles. The much larger problem 
for Mr. Coldwell was that he was 
on the wrong side of democracy's 
most sacred moral principle, that 
which says a people has a right to 
be heard. And so with the 
eloquence with which only a 
democracy can resonate, the people 
of Tewksbury had a chance to 
speak and we were heard. 

1 think it is noteworthy that Rep- 
resentative James Miceli endorsed 
Mr. Coldwell, which puts him on 
the wrong side of the same issue. 
That does not surprise me, 
although that Mr. Coldwell would 
seck Mr. Miceli's endorsement 
mystifies me. 

Most people in Tewksbury and 
Wilmington are familiar with 
reports that Mr. Micceli's nephew, 
Wilmington Selectman Michael 
McCoy, seriously beat up his 
fellow sclectman, Robert Cain. 
What bothers me about this is the 
McCoy connection to the Miceli 
political machine and what it im- 
plics about Mr. Miccli's leadership. 
Ts there doubt in anyone's mind 
that no matter what the circum- 
stances of that infamous confron- 
tation, short of a life-threatening 
attack on Mr. McCoy, that this 
incident never should have 
occurred? Mr. McCoy made a 
decision. He decided to beat up Mr. 
Cain. With his youth, size, 
strength, and self defense training, 
Mr. McCoy possessed enormous 
capacity to do the thing that a true 
leader would do: resolve the 
dispute with civility and a cool 
head. Instead, Mr. McCoy chose to 
exercise the weakness of a 
schoolyard bully. 

Mr. Miccli's complete absence of 


leadership here leads me to one 
conclusion: that Mr. Miceli's own 
political interests supersede his 
commitment to true teadership. 
Why else would our children be 
given the message that it's okay to 
beat up people without remorse? 
What other reason could there be 
for supporting the candidate who 
tried to squelch the voice of the 
people of Tewksbury? In both 
cases, Mr. Miceli represents what 
is morally wrong, which means he 
no longer represents me.

Aylward's labor of love moves north 


Bob Aylward, Tewksbury High School's football coach since the 1974 
season and athletic director since 1984, is leaving to take the job as head 
football coach at Nashua High School. 

Aylward, who informed his Redmen players at an emotional meeting 
in the high school auditorium Tuesday afternoon, was voted 
unanimously to his new position by the eight-member Nashua Board of 
Education Monday night. 

The former TMHS coach and athletic director was also given a 
full-time teaching position at Nashua as supervisor of the school's 
in-house suspension program. His duties may also include the academic 
advising of student-athletes, 

Aylward becomes only the fourth coach in Nashua High School 
history, following Buzz Harvey, Ken Parady and last year's interim 
coach John Fagula. 

Nashua finished its' season with a 4-4-0 slate and qualified for the 
eight team playoff in Division I of Class L Football. Portsmouth 
knocked out Nashua in the first round of the playoffs, and Nashua's last 
State Championship was in 1984 when Parady led the team to a victory 
over Portsmouth, Parady was at the Nashua High School helm for 20 
years. 

Aylward beat out an original ficld of 50 candidates that was 
eventually narrowed down to a group of four Massachusetts coaches 
that included Aylward, Dave LaRouche of Oakmont Regional, John 
Papas of Belmont High School and Mike Redding of Mansfield. 

Last month Aylward spoke with the Town Crier, and it was evident at 
that time that if he was offered the Nashua job he would take it despite 
his deep loyalty to Tewksbury and its' athletes. 

‘The job change will bring approximately the same salary at $47,000,

weary of the athlctic director's post and the budget cuts and the political 
infighting that go along with it. 

Coaching kids is his first love, and with the Nashua job he will be 
moving to a school with 2,600 students in the sophomore, junior and 
senior classes alone. It undoubtedly is one of the premiere high school 
football coaching positions in New England and Aylward would have 
been more than slightly daft to pass it up. 

Nashua was impressed not only by Aylward's sheer enthusiasm, but 
by his 101-54-6 coaching record that includes two Division II Super 
Bowl appearances (1981 and 1985) and a Division I! Championship in 
1985. 

Sunday morning over 30 athletes and supporters rallied at Aylward's 
Tewksbury home in a last ditch effort to get him to change his mind 
once it became obvious that Monday night's vote was sealed. Basically 
the gathering eventually turned into a sincere thank you for Bob's 16 
years of coaching in Tewksbury. 

Tuesday afternoon Aylward said his first, and most important 
goodbye when he told his players of his decision in a darkened Gaffney 
Auditorium, 

"This is the hardest thing that I've ever had to do," began Aylward to 
silence and direct stares from his players in the first five rows. "Unless 
something that has not been discussed happens, I will be accepting the 
Nashua High School position. It's the premicre high school coaching 
position in New England and I've got to take it." 

"I know we can al least keep one coach (Connie Barry) in the system 
that has been here for 16 years. I'll guarantee you this, I'll follow you 
all the way through to the end of the school year," noted Aylward 
before explaining the college recruitment process that has become a 
staple at Tewksbury High School.

"I'm not bailing out on you guys,” offered Aylward. "I've never 
applied for another position in the 16 years that I've been here. I feel 
selfish and self-centered by what I'm doing, but I'm doing what I fecl is 
best for me and my family." Aylward coached his three sons Rob, 
Brian and Tom to all-star careers at Tewksbury. All three have 
graduated and gone on to college. 

‘ talked with many of the veteran guys that have played here and 
they're giving me their blessings. Now, I need yours. You will never be 
forgotten in my mind," concluded Aylward in what obviously was a 
gul-wrenching experience. 

Tewksbury must now begin an almost immediate search for an 
athletic director and a football coach, and it is obvious that Bob 
Aylward will have a great deal of imput in who the next football coach 
will be, at least. 

One constant will be the return of longtime offensive backfield and 
quarterback coach Connie Barry to the TMHS staff. Asked if Barry 
could be ahead coaching candidate, Aylward said: "If that was his wish, 
yes,” but it appears that the 16 yea stant would not be interested in 
the top job at the moment. "It just makes me feel good that he's going to 
be here to see these guys through next season," said the new Nashua 
mentor, "I tend to think Connie wants to stay on as an assistant." 

One present TMHS assistant and one former member of the TMHS 
staff would appear to be the frontrunners in terms of continuity, so 
important to the sport of football. "Joe DelGrosso and Barry Sheehan 
would have to be the leading candidates in my mind. I am hopirig that 
they both apply for the position.” DelGrosso currently works with the 
defensive backfield, while Sheehan was a longtime offensive line coach 
under Aylward until two seasons ago. 

Some of the negatives that any new coach must face will be the loss of 
the bus to the team’s summer camp, possible user fees for players and a 
Cutback in the size of the coaching staff 

One strong positive is the Redmen Football Club, an organization that 
has awarded four $1,000 scholarships over the past four football 
seasons, and that is a tradition that Aylward wants very much to see 
continued.

State Games prep for summer 


The Bay State Games, 
Massachusetts’ own Olympic 
Sports Festival, kicked off its ‘ninth 
year this week with the statewide 
distribution of entry materials. 

After the Games’ state subsidy 
was climinated last year, many 
thought the Games and its’ 
educational programs would not 
survive, 

As the '90 season begins, there 
are several exciting changes which 
will lead to the finals in Boston July 
20-22. Each change benefits the 
competitions and its’ participants, 
as well as the environment and the 
accessibility of all vents for the 
athletes, spectators and press. 

"Let's face it," said Games 
Director Doug Amot, "this has not 
been a great year for 
Massachusetts. All too often kids 
and activities like sports programs 
have felt the most negative impact 
from these tough, fiscal times. We 
were determined that athletes 
across the state would not lose their 
State Games. Together with 
supporters and volunteers from 
cach region of the state we refused 
to take the loss of state funds as an 
excuse.” 

Some changes have been made. 
"Each," said Arnot, "was very 
carefully considered, and was made 
so that the Games will benefit the 


maximum number of athletes in 
1990, and provide a solid 
foundation as the Games begin 
their second decade next year.” 

The 1990 finals will be 
consolidated on to two campuses, 
rather than the four or five 
campuses and multiple municipal 
sites of past years, 


This will ring more of the 
athletes together, and add an 
‘Olympic Village’ feel. It will also 
provide the participants and 
spectators with more chances to see 
other sports and meet other athletes 
from around the state with whom 
they can share the Games 
experience, 


The academic — scholarship 


program of the Games have also 
been kept alive, and provides 
$32,000 in financial assistance for 
higher education.

In a very short time, a matter of a 
few weeks, really, the easiest "meat" 
fishing of the year will begin, and it 
lasts for weeks. 

It's almost crappie time. 

Most parts of the country, notably 
the Southern states, hold the humble 
black crappie in high regard. As an 
eating fish, the scrappy little crappie 
has few equals, Around here we call 
them calico bass, but they're really 
closer relatives of the sunfish. They 
have the same flattened body as the 
sunfish, although they are bigger. 

Crappie spawn in spring, but they 
go into a heavy feeding binge just 
before. When the big-league eating 
begins, the crappie become terribly 
simple to catch. The poor saps. 

Most crappie feed on or near the 
surface. It isn't uncommon to see 20 
or 30 crappie on the surface, with 
their backs poking out of the water. 
These schools are most often found 
in six to ten feet of water, but never 
far from a weedbed. 

Minnows are the food of choice 
for the hungry "slabs" as they chase 
the baitfish across the surface. 

And, naturally enough, minnows 
are the lure of choice for anglers in 
scarch of a mess of crappie. 

My favorite lures are tiny floating 
Rapala lures, or small "crappie-size" 
spinnerbaits, trolled back and forth 
over the feeding beds. Since the Bay 
State allows two lines in use at once, 
I've always got two rods aimed out 
the back of Old Green, 

Crappie preter a slow lunch, so the 
electic motor is kept idling slowly. 
My favorite crappie method is to 
cruise slowly along the edge of the 
almost-up lily pads, or over rocks 
that come near the surface. 

And the crappie fall for the trick, 
by the numbers. It's not unusual for 
me to bring home 15 or 20 crappie, 
each less than a pound, in an average 
three-hour session. The biggest I've 
evern caught went just over a pound 
and it was HUGE. However, crappie 
of over four pounds have been taken 
over the years, and Ames Pond in 
Tewksbury once produced a state 
record, which now hangs on the wall 
of Barnacle, Bills tackle shop, on Rt. 
119 in Littleton, 

At home, the fillet knife is put to 
good use on the flatties. The mouth 
of a crappie is big enough for my 
thumb, so they offer a pretty good 
"handle" for the fillet process. After 
a half-hour or so, I'm left with a pile 
of boncless crappie fillets, ready for

THE MUTED 
ARRANGEMENT 
If a flower arrangement is being 
created for a room with complex 
wallpaper or fabric patterns, it is 
usually best to use a single color.

the freezer. Last spring I put some 
13 pounds of crappie fillets away, 
and we just finished eating them last 
weck. It's time for more. 

After the spring binge is over, at 
about the same time that the water 
lilies come up, the crappie go deep. 
There they hang at a specific depth, 
and if you find that depth you're in 
luck. I've heard of anglers catching 
crappie consistently in summer, but 
I've never, ever seen it, One or two, 
here and there, is all I've ever done. 


That same depth preference also 
works in winter. Last ice season I 
bumped into two winter-hardened 
veterans on the ice, and they were 
catching crappie consistently. They 
used a small bobber to mark their 
depth as they jigged with tiny grubs. 
They were hauling them in left and 
right, so they must have been onto 
something that I didn't know. 


But I don't have to. Late April and 
early May is Crappie Time. In just a 
few afternoons of trolling along the 
shallows, I can knock them away in 
big numbers. Having both lines busy 
at the same time isn't unusual, and 
the big plastic bucket I bring is often 
half-filled with crappie after a quick 
tip. 

Hotspots for crappie include Flints 
Pond in Tyngsboro; Forge Pond in 
Littleton; and (dare I admit it?) my 
own favorite "office," Peter's Pond 
in Dracut. But crappie are native to 
almost every pond in this area, so 
give trolling a try. If you catch one, 
double back and try the same area 
again. And if you hit a second one, 
you probably have a school of them 
with the feed bag on. 

Break out a fresh stringer or pail, 
get both lines in the water, and get 
set for some scrious meat fishing.

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Shawsheen students shine at VICA 


Three Tewksbury residents and 
two from Wilmington were among 
the nine students from Shawsheen 
Tech who struck gold, silver and 
bronze at the state competition of 
Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America (YICA) in Falmouth, 
April 1-3.-Students won nine gold, 
two silver and two bronze medals. 

Among the winners were Julic 
Pelletier of Wilmington, a gold 
medal, health knowledge bowl; 
Laura Heenan of Tewksbury, 
medical assisting; Tracey Hill of 
Wilmington with Kim Harris as her 
model, cosmetology over 500 
hours; Tanya Pacheco of 
Wilmington, medic sistant, Lisa 
Colella, medical assisting and 
Diane Sutherland, accounting, both 
of Tewksbury. 

Eight Shawsheen gold medalists 


and an alternate will represent 
Massachusetts in cosmetology and 
medical assisting contests and the 
health knowledge bowl! at the 


national conference-for VICA in 
Tulsa, Ok, Jupé 25-29. 
The five person team from the 


Shawsheen Health Technology 
program beat their Massachusetts 
competitors by thousands of points 
in the health knowledge bow! to 
win the gold, In a game show 
format similar to television's 
Jeopardy, seven tcams bid for 
points in such categorics as 
pharmacology, anatomy, first aid, 
CPR, medical assisting, medical 
math, Vica knowlege, legal ethics 
and dental assisting. 

"The competition was keen, says 
instructor Barbara Ahern, who 
worked with them to help them 


bone up on medical knowledge. In 
1989, Shawsheen won a gold at the 
states, outdistancing the nearest 
competitor by almost 5000 points, 
and went on to win third place at 
the nationals.

Our waitress arrived and set 
down two tuna salad plates for my 
friend and me. I'd asked for but- 
termilk dressing with mine, and 
after peering down at the extra 
five pounds pressing against my 
belt and mulling over what this 
manager was saying, I felt slightly 
guilty. I should have ordered the 
tuna plate dry. I suddenly snapped 
out of my brief lapse into guilt 
when the manager bid a farewell 
to a husky, blonde-haired gentle- 
man who was evidently a regular 
bar patron. 

“That guy’s been coming in 
here for years,” the manager indi- 
cated. “He’s a pretty well-built 
guy, right? You'd think he ate a 
ton every time he stepped into this 
restaurant. But you know what? 

I’ve never seen him put so much 
as a bar snack into his mouth. He 
comes in here, sits down and 
drinks three beers in a couple of 
hours, then goes home. When he 
gets home, he must eat up a storm 
and then go outside and cut wood.

water over ice cubes made from 
local water. What good is it to 
worry in the first place, if you're 
going to do that?” 

Automatically, I glimpsed 
around the table, noticing that all 
three of us were drinking mineral 
water poured over ice cubes made 
from local water. Oh, well, I 
thought. At least in my case, I 
wasn’t drinking it for the health 
benefit, anyway. I was drinking it 
because I didn’t feel like having a 
beer. 


I noticed another mutual friend 
sitting across from us at the bar. 
He instantly spotted us at the 
table, and we exchanged hearty 
waves. “Now there’s one interest- 
ing guy,” the manager said. “He 
must weigh two hundred and sixty 
pounds. Pretty solid, though. He 
comes in every Saturday night 
and eats three prime ribs. I have 
no idea where he puts them.

It's just that he falls for his own 
line and starts believing there 
really is more to him than meets 
the eye. After several intrigues it 
all ends on a ridiculously upbeat 
note that you could see coming a 
mile away. This is definitely one 
of those movies you would have 
loved to see continued by just one 
more reel. It would have been 
much more fun to see all these 
characters a year down the road. 
But that implies a depth that this 
flick was never meant to have.

Carvey makes good use of his 
gift for mimicry and physical 
humor as he quickly assumes 
accents and talents for whomever 
he's conning.

remain the same with some minor 
exceptions. We will be adding 
more sauteed dishes, seafood such 
as lobster and swordfish, and veal 
marsala. The only thing we have 
eliminated from the menu is 
pizza. 

"The barbecue and raw bar are 
two of the most exciting new fea- 
tures we have added. These two 
menu items will be available on 
the second dining level and will 
be accompanied by the piano 
stylings of several well-known 
pianists on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday evenings." 

Primo's is fully equipped for 
the handicapped with an clevator 
added during the recent renova- 
tions.
